THE BOX PEACE PRIZE 


The Bok peace prize has been awarded to an un- 


known contestant -whose plan calls for our entrance 
into the International Court and co-operation with 
the League of Nations, without f ormal entrance. Cer- 
tain provisos are introduced. Moral force and pub- 
lic opinion are recommended instead of military force 
-as provided by the league covenant, the Monroe doc- 
;trine is to be respected, the United States is to as- 
sume no obligations under the treaty of Versailles, 
and membership in the league shall be automatically 
open to all nations. 


The committee on award, is one which will com- 


mand general confidence. A popular vote is to be 
sought on the plan proposed. And if the plan is 
' adopted by popular vote as well as the committee on 
award the body of sentiment behind it ought to be of 
great influence in shaping a definite policy on the 
"whole international problem. 


It is very evident that the opponents of war are 


in for a campaign of education which will continue 
into the generation which will have no experience 
and no first hand knowledge of the war. After every 
great war, there has been a powerful sentiment 
against its recurrence. But the horrible memories of 
war tend to fade out as the years pass. The glamor 
of it alone remains. Then when national honor is af- 
fronted, the jingos have their innings again, and the 
masses are stampeded into the same mood, only to 
learn when the smoke of the battlefield has cleared 
away that war is always futile, that it leaves a great 
legacy of hate and debt, and that nothing has been 
solved.
